Columbus, the Raw Head and Bloedy Bones 
of Federal Fancy, and the subject ef Confed- 


erate gasconade apd braggadocio, is to-day in | 


our bandé with its aplendid fortifications, its 
stores of ordmance, burned barracks and de- 
scrted tepements. The mystery of Columbus 
outwardly is solved. The secret history re- 


stepped from the Cairo whurf boat into Capt. 
Paulding's gig, and crossing the swiftly rnsh- 
ing Ohio, soon found myself aboard the gun- 
boat St. Louis, which was lying in the lee of 
the Kentucky’ Shore, tm readiness for the com- 
ing expeditions Columbus-ward, in the 
morning. The feet destined for the oc- 
caghen was composed as follows: The iron- 

, Carondolet and St. Louis; the Lexing: 
rrr just down from the Tennessee; four 
mortar boats in tow of the steamers Lake 
Erie and Ike Hammit, and the transports 
Illinois, Aleck Scott and T. L. Magill, convey- 
ing the 27th Dlimois, Col, Buford, 524 Tlimois, 
Col. Roberts and Sth Minois, Major Sanger 
commanding, vice Col. Stuart at Paducah. 
The Benton had originally been chosen a 
flag ship, but her repairs not having been con. 
cluded, the Cincinuati bore the colors of Com- 
modore Foote. 

The fieet got under way at 4 o'clock Tuce- 
day morning, headed for the equivota terra, 
the land of mystery—Columbus. It was a 
cold, chilly morning, the wind cutting like a 
knife, rendering an overcoat and Mankcet deci- 
dedly comfortable. For two bonrs we steamed 
down the river, our pace accelerated by the 
swift current some six miles an hour, between 
unending files of cotton woods, sycamores 
and willows, dead and cecaying in swamps; 
and the overflowed lowlands, with here and 
there a tumble down, squat cabin, perched 
‘upon some eminence fortunate in being terra 
Jirma Wy & margin of a few inches. 

ARRIVED AT LUCAS’S BEND. 

The fleet arrived at Lucas’s Bend, about two 
miles and a half above Columbus, just as the 
sun was rising. The flag ship signalled the 
ficet to come to, and we lay in the middle of 
the stream, the transports far astern. The 
pear edge of the Columbus bluffs was in 
sight, but the glass revealed no signs of the 
enemy. The ficet moved slowly down until 
opposite the fatal fleld of Belmont, at the 
point where the transports conveyed away 
our forces upon that tragic day. Upon the 
margin of the river stands a ruinons looking 
tenement, at the door of which was a still 
more ruinous looking native and his 
lank, long limbed stripling, who, upon sight 
of the gunboats, incontinently took to his 
heels and skedaddied"’ throngh an adjacent 
cornfield and vanished In a swamp. A tig 
set out from the fag ship for the house, and 
accosted the native, who persistently declared 
that the rebels bad cvacuated Columbus on 
the previous day, and borned their quarters. 
Little faith was reposed ia the native’s state- 
ments.. After lengthy and tedious inte- 
gunbost communications, the line of battle 
was formed, the drums beat to quarters and 
the guns were manned for action. Another 
tug, carrying a scduting detachment, set off 
from the flag ship, gradually and cautiously 
crawled down to the point behind which 
frowned the mysterious fertifieations and re- 
posed the deserted village with its great an- 
céstral mame. The tug reached the point 
and rounded it in full range of the 
water batteries. pon the crown of the 
biaff could be seen stragglers, here and there, 
and as the tug sounded the point, one of 
them unfurled a fag an@ waved it. The char- 
acter of the flag could net be discerned from 
the gunboats, bat it was evidently satistactory 
to the scouting party, as the tug suddenly in- 
creased her speed in direct line for the water 
battery, and closely followed by a second tug 
with a party from the flag ship. 

BOUTING THE FLAG. 

Both parties landed and started for the top 
of the bloff at @ouble quick, and ina few 
moments Lieut. Phelps of the Cincinnati 
unfurled thé Stars and Stripes. They found 
themselves, however, second comers, for the 
Second Cavalry from Paducah had 
rode overland the day before on a scouting 
peter and taken poesession of the 
town. The gunboatr rapidly steamed down to 
the town, and the crews enthusiastically sal- 
uted the flag. The transports landed their 
troops, and possession was taken. The work 
was accomplished without the firing of a gun 
orlots of life, The babble, when it was 
grasped, loft very thin suds in the hand. 

THE TOWNS. 

Colambus is situated upon a narrow neck 
of land rumfiing south from the base of a 
bluff of steep ascent and some ninety feet in 
altitude above the present water marks. 
Upoh this bleff the rebel batteries were lo- 
cated. The town its simply s heterogencous 
collection of mongrel wooden tenements, 
most of which were at one time devoted to 
vewling, billiard and bibatory purposes. One 
brick residence lays some well defined ciaims 


ses, flour, groceries, letters, candle-boxes, 
pleying-cards, whisky-bottles, house furniture, 


and other articles, ad infinitum, littered the 
sidewalks. A contraband mounted upon 4

of a master engineer. The water battery 
mounted twenty-two guns, some of them of 
heavy calibre, which had been dismounted, 
avd probably thrown Into the river. Five of 
them were lying upon the slope, and undou!t- 
edly others are at the bottom of the river. 
The gun platforms were filled with grape, 
canister and sheM tn great profusion. The up- 
per works presented a front ol some two miles 
and a half in extent, the earth works mounting 
128 pounders, and the whole embracing about 
@ guns. All the upper guns had been re- 
moved. The forts were so located and con- 
structed asto be almost iwpregnable to an as- 
sault by storm. The capture of ome by no 
means involved the captere of the balance. A 
fresh aseault must be made in each instance. 
Alt the main fort, and many of the earth works, 
stockades crossed the trenches, cxposing the 
assaulling party to a storm of bullets from 
rijemen firing through loop holes. Every re- 
vine and ditch was thoroughly protected, and 
the various approaches of the river command. 
ed for a long distance in every direction. The 
bearings of the guus will be more readily un- 
derstood from a cut I send you, thaa fromany 
technical deseription, It is sufficient that an 
unusually etrong natural position was seized 
upon, and so improved by rare enginecring 
Skill that the the Columbus fortifica- 
tions, in extent and perfection of detalii com- 
bined, can hardly be foued in the United 
States. The water battery was exposed to the 
fire of the gunboats, and in no lengthy time 
could have been silenced by vigorous shelling. 
The upper works, if manned by determined 
men, would have proved disastrous to the 
gunboats, and could be held against the ase- 
saulte of a vastly superior force by land. 


INTERIOR OF THE FORTIFICATIONS. 
The parade ground is about a mile and a 


half in length, and three hundred yards ip 
width, and admirably adapted for its 
purposes. Mostof) the larger barracks were 
burned, but many of the buts remained 
intact. These were constructed simply but 
substantially. A ecapacions cellar was dug, 
and the excavated earth banked up around 
the structure. Many of the cellars were 
flooded with water, rether incommoding sivep- 
ing arrangements, a difficulty which was ob- 
viated ty mounting the beds upon logs. Our 
boys, with trne Yankee tact, seized upon these 
institutions, and rapidly converted them into 
comfortable and hospitable domicils. 


About the ouly souvenirs of the camp life 


of the rebels and their theological progress 
‘under the tuition of their reverend general, 
were countless packs of playing cards, and 
shattered fragments of whisky bottles, which 
} were strewn all over the fortifications, sand- 
wiched inte the pyramids of grape and scat- 
tered down the slope of the bluff, Nothing 
of amy valee inthe line of camp furniture, 
smali arms or private property, was left; 
whatever could not be carried off was burned. 


One article, too bulky to carry away and 


impervious te fire, was Pillow’s forty thous- 
and doller chain, with which that sage warrior 


to obstruct the gation of the 


river. One end is Grmly anchored ia the bloff 
avd thence dangict its ponderous links to the 
river below, a harmless monument to the 
child-like simplicity and imaginative ideslity 
of the great constructor of ditches. 


There are two magazines of capacious 


dimensions, one located at some distance 
im the rear of the main fortifications, and 
still burning while I was there. The other 
| is located upon the slope of the biaff above 
the weatern battery. Im addition to these is 
a sort of telegraph magazine filled with gal- 
vanic batteries and collecf wire, forming por- 
tlons of a subterrenean telegraph connecting 
together the various parts of the works. 
Water was obtained from the river by means 
of a steam pump, and emptied iato » hage 
tank which etill remains there, minus the 


pum ping apparatus. 


AMUGEMENTS, ETC. 
* That the rebels encamped at Columbus bore 


little love to the Federal officers, both milita- 


ry and civil, is evidenced by the fact that 


effigies of the most ludicrous make-up, and 


labelle’ McClellan, Scott, Seward, Chase, otc... 
were found suspended from trees and gibbets, 
and buried headlong down the bluff Letters 
of the most obscene and profane character, al- 
inding to Federal officials and ¢rpressive of 
| the private reflections and cogitations of the 
| rebels were also found. Everything connect- 
ed with the evacuation indicated s most deep- 
seated, malignant enmity and venemous ha- 
tred against the Union forces and the peopic 
of the North. From such indices as were 
presented at Columbus, it may readily be in- 
ferred that Polk's army went off cursing 
louder than did “our army in Flanders.” 
THE FORCES AT COLUMBUS. 


‘Columbus was invested by the rebels in Oc- 
tober last. The largest pumber of trgops oc- 
 cupying it at any one time wes 37,000. At the 
time of the evacuation there were probably 
about 19,000. Phey commenced evacusting 
on Thureday last, and the Binal quote left on 
Mondsy morulng. The @estraction of the 
barracks and of 8 large warehouse below the 
town occupied several days. In their retreat 
they tore up the railroad track, and it is sald 

ined several of the roads. After lear- 
ing, they divided their forces and went in de- 
tachments to Jackson, Hickman and Island 
No. 10. One of the firet persons to greet our 
tréops was a German deserter from their 
forces, who with three hundred others, had

The advance of our right wing on the Po- 


tomac, in the movement of Gen. Banks’ col- 


umn, which took place on Mondag last, is 
the first spring token of a movement In that 
quarter of the Grand Army. Ags our dis- 
patches have already gtated, the advance of 


Gen. Barks’ column, ‘consisting of the 28th 


Pennsylvania Regimenf, paseed over the Po- 
vommec from Sandy H to Harper's Ferry 
before deylreak on nday morning, by a 
rope ferry, and tgok possession of the town. 
Neat dey ample provision for transporting 
troops over the river was provided, and our 
advenced guard considerably reinforced. 
Bolivar and Charlestown and a considerable 
portion of the country on both banks of the 
Shenandoah are new cecupied by our troopa. 
Except sbowt twenty of the enemy, which 
were captered, they all retired om the ap- 
proach of our arms. 

This ie the third atempt of a movement sim- 
fier in kind. ‘The first, in October last is sadly 
chronicled in the amnals of thie war in the 
melancholy misadventure at Balls Bluff some 
twenty miles below Harpers Ferry. Before 


Gen. Stone is relessed from bis present trouh- 


les it is to be hoped that the responsibility of 
this sad fallure will have been permanently 
located. The second movement is the still 
recent one that will stand marked in the 


history of the war as the retreat from Bath to 


Hancock, in which our Chicago Yates Phalanx 
bore a conspicnous and honorable part. The 
prisoners from this and otber regiments cap- 
tured by the rebels om that occasion are 
among those most recently returned. The 
third movement is now successful, and the 
right wing of the Federal army has already 
considerably curtailed the rebel territory in 
Virginia, and made a foothold for itself which 
all the power of the rebellion cannot wrest 
from it.

AND WHAT NEXT? 
The news is confirmed that Columbus is 
ours by. default. We ‘decidedly wish, 
for the moral effect it would have given it, 
ceded to the actual presence and thunder- 
ous appeals of Com.

VALUABLE REBEL TESTIMONY. 
Thére is no assertion more frequently er 
persistently made by servile Northern 
papers and politicians than that the war 
could have been averted by the adoption 
of the Crittenden or some similar compro- 
mise.

The Com- 
missioners encountered considerable preju- 
dice against the heavenly institutign on 
which the kinglom of Davis rests, 
which it became important to overcome. 
The ‘belief also prevanied that Lincoin's 
administration represented the anti-slavery 
sentiment of the Union, and was likely to 
abolish slavery during the course of the 
war. In short, that the war was a slave- 
holder's frebellion; that its cayse was 
slavery, and that the best way for the North 
fo bring the contest to a termination was 
to remove the cause by abolishing slavery 
The first care of the Commissioners 
wasto show that “the Lincoln Govern- 
“ment had no abolition proclivities, but 
“was equally pro-sigvery with the Con- 
“federate Government,” and therefore 
that the diepute between the two sec- 
tions was not about slavery but 
chiefly in regard to free trade with 
Europe. Earl Ruasell, Secretary of 
State, had an interview last snmmer, with 
the Commissioners, and writing to Lord 
Lyons about it, says the Commissioners 
were anxious to explain to him the causes 
of secession. They said “the principal of 
those causes was not slavery, but the very 
high price which, for the sake of protect- 
ing Northern manufacturers, the South 
were obliged to pay for manufactared 
goods which they required.” As for the 
slave trade.“ they had bited it and did 
not mean to revive it.” It is proper to re- 
mark in this connection, that at the time 
the slave States seceded, the lowest tariff 
was in force that ever existed in the United 
States—so low that it was but one short 
remove above no tariff; so low that it did | 
not, with enormous importations, produce | 
two-thirds of the revenue necessary to

MORTAR 
Maneuvering Bolt. 


An expedition is expected to leave Cairo for 
New Orleans. Though not strictly on a com- 
mercial errand, it bears with it the interests of 
commerce for long years tocome. It carries a 
heavy cargo on consignment, which will be 
promptly delivered, and yet there are no terins 
of sale. It isscekinge warket and yet 
make a market for iteclf. It will strictly follow 
the yw of supply and demand, and yet will 
deliver its freight irreepective of orders from 
those who receive it, and will only be limited 
in the amount supplied by the expressed un- 
willingness of those on shore to take more. 
All attempts to close the porte against the 
fleet will fail ; it was tried im the Cumberland 
and the Tennessee, and fellshort by a Foote— 
Commodore Fouote—whose gun boats and 
mortar boats will go through to the Crescent 
City without any doubt, when once under way. 

We have already devoted some space to de 
ecriytion of the gunboats. The morter boats 
are pet untried by any actual engagement on 
the Missiseippi, ana we have called fn the aid 
of the engraver the better to present to our 
readers the peculiarity which they offer among 
other ordnance, and the feacvares that make 
them desirable under cirenmstances when oth- 
er artillery are only to be worked under a dis- 
advantage. Tlie was shown on the Camber- 
land, where our gunbosts were called to cope 
witb the frowning batteries of Fort Donelson, 
from their position high above the stream. 
Our bedvy eixty-fours could then only be 
worked with difficulty, requiring an elevation 
that impeded their efficilency—to raise their 
shell and round shot one hundred feet or more 
above the surface of the stream. The cannon 
is emphatically etraightfirverd in its mode of 
operations, and asks a range of its own. 
it doves not equally well do its work when its 
poiut of aim lies so far above its own planc. 
Just this latter ie the use of the mortar. It 
isalways the happiest io just this clase of 
work. 

And thie will be best shown by the cut we 
give above. The mortar turning on its mas- 
sive bearings can be adjusted at an angie 
which lifts its poudcrous missile into the air 
instead of hurling It forward as from the can- 
pen’s mouth The above «ketch of « mortar 
we copy from Scott's Military Dictionary. 
This, which we thns* represeat, is the loch 
elege mortar, whose immense bulk of metal 
has on several recent occasions attracted the 
admiration of our citizens, on the passae of 
these weapons of war through this city from 
Pittsburgh to Cairo, each mortar requiring for 
its transportation a platform car. 

There are thirty-eight of there mortam In 
Commodore Foote's fleet, cach mounted on 
its own boat, which is little more than a fleat- 
ing raft of strongly braced plank and timbers. 
About each rises au cnclosure of boiler iron 
about seven feet bigh forthe protection of the 
artillerists from sharp shooters. The mortar 
boats are towed by tuge or by transport 
steamers, to which latter the artillerists retreat 
when the mortar is fired, the terrific con 
cursion being too much to be sifely 
endured. These mortars throw the two 
hundred pound shell, the elevation and 
distance accurately depending upon the 
strength of ‘he charge used. Thus twenty 
pounds of powder will vive a range of 4,89 
yards, or about 21-3 miics. This fearful mis- 
sile has a bursting charge of powder, and is 
60 constructed as to be itself discharred by 
means of “time fuze,’’ prepared so that at 
discretion the artillerist may canse the missile

The fleet of mortar boats are now being 

_ pushed to completion, and will be in readiness 

by the middle of the present week.. The mis- 
_sils thrown by these mortars is, as above sta- 
ted, a two hutdred pound shell. As this class 

of projectiles have figured largely in modern 
“warfare, we have also called in the services of 
_ the engraver to present a drawing of one to 

ovr readers, choosing for the purpose asa 
representative of the class the projectile 
‘known as the James shell, invented by Gen. 
+ James of Rhode Island ; and by the way, it is 
the use of this missile, and not any invention 
of Gen.. James, that gives bis name te the 
tified cannon, The shell is a hollow chamber 
of cast iron with a bursting charge of powder. 
There are various descriptions of 
fuses, for their discharge, according 
to the design of the artilierist. Some are to 
explode in the air, and with their fying frag- 
meute cut to pieces infantry, and destroy-the 
gunners of the enemy; and this is dome by a 
“time fuze.’’ In the side of the shell is screw- 
ed a Small metal disc with marke 1, 2 and 3. 
One of these the gunner, with a little instru- 
ment, scoops out at pleasure, baring the pow- 
der to the biast of the discharge, and if the 
fuze was well filled, and not bya rebel who 
preferred (o save his friends by the surrepti- 
tious use of powdered charcodl, the shell ex- 
plodes with military accuracy. Or again, the 
gunner sciects a fuze colored blue, red, yellow 
or black, according tothe same ground of 
choice as above, another description of time 
fuze. 
But another utility is found in a shell which 
retains its latent ability to “spread itseif’’ un- 
til it eliglits, and-then concussion does the 
business. One of these‘atter we have chosen 
to give. By «consulting the reference to the 
cut, the readerwill discover where a percus- 
sion cap is fastened ons cone of the sliding 
piston, under the screw cap. The shell goes 
whirling along on the line of ite greatest di- 
ameter, on the exact principle of the Minie 
ball, of which it is the enlarged type. It 
strikes on its point, and then comes what the 
artillerist who fires, and Gen. James who in- 
vented, and the loyal public which pays for 
the shell, expects, the contingencies excepted 
us aforesaid. We have those in Chicago whom 
we would not trust to load a shell.

Banger, acting Colonel, upon the transports 
Aleck Seott, [inois, Magill,and Ike Hammit, 
left Cairo this morning, at four o'clock, for 
Columbus. The fleet arrived at Lucas Bend, 
abeut two miles above Colambas, at six 
-o’ clock, and was drawn up in line of battle. 
The drums beat to quarters and the guns were 
manned ready for action. Twotugs were sent 
in advance reconnoitering, but failed to pro- 
voke a shot from the enemy. Everything 
about the works was quict. Glasses revealed 
stragglers on the bluff and about the water 
batteries, and ip a few moments a flag was 
raised, but ite character could not be made 
out.

SPRINGFIELD, March 8, 1862. 
The Convention has been occupied nearly 
all day with the consideration of the revenue 
article. The following changes were made in 
the article aS it stands in the present Consti- 
tution:—Secciion 3, exempts property of 
religious, school and charitable purposes from 
taxation, and providing that it shall be done 
by gemeral law. Section 4 was changed ¢o 
that all taxes and assessments in counties, 
towns, cities, &c., shall be levied by general 
law, sald taxes and assessiments except in 
cities, not to exceed 2 per cent, except for the 
purposes of debts contracted under the au- 
thority of law. Section 6 is a new section, 
and provides for the cellectjon of all taxes 
and aseevements for State, county, city, echvol 
oreny other purpose whatever, by the some 
pereon. The old section relating to sales of 
lands for taxes had been left out of the article 
by the Committee, but was again inserted as 
it stands in the present Constitution. Section 
8 is a new section, and provides that alb taxes, 
genera] and specia! assessments, &c, for State, 
town, county, city, ot any other purpose, 
shall be payable on the Ist day of Sep- 
tember to the Collector, and inate the. 
State Treasury by the ist day of December, 
the Attorney General to be notified of all de- 
linquents, and their sureties, &c., for prosecu- 
tion. The Legislative article was then taken 
up, and section 41, as reported by the commit- 
tec, was debated. Finally, some amendments 
were adopted, but the section failed of adop- 
tion, as it required a two-thirds yote to do so; 
it received 37 ayes and.17 noes. Article 43, 
prohibiting persons ef color from coming into 


the State, was then taken up, and Mr. Thorn- 
ton offered three sections as s substitute, to be 
submitted to the people in a separate article 
with the Convention. One section provides 
that negroes or maulattoes shall not be allowed 
to immigrate joto the State; another that they 
shall not be allowed the right of suffrage; and 
“ third, that they shall not be allowed to hold 
office. There isa catch in this article, howev- 
er, a8 the men opposed to one of the sections 
must vote down all or vote upall. Is this 
fair pley? It is Democracy, however, and the 
dose must be taken.
